Dear Harold: 


Members of my staff visited a number of DoD organizations during 
Special Project GRAVITY SCORE (SPGS) conducted in the European theater 
from 12 April to 26 April 1978. I read with great interest a trip 
report prepared for me on that visit. Several organizations were singled 
out for special recognition in the trip report. 


I would like to take this opportunity to express my personal 
appreciation for the past and current initiatives undertaken by the U.S. 
Army with regard to the national-tactical interface. In particular, I 
would like to single out the U.S. Army Training and Doctrine Command's 
Combined Arms Test Activity (TCATA) for special recognition.
